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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Thomas, U. S. Patent 854,971 . 

3. Thomas teaches a telephone attachment device comprising a hollow 
main frame/case 1 having a first pair of longitudinal interior channels facing 
one another (left and right internal portion, see figure 5), the main 
frame/case 1 has a top opening seen in figures 1 and 2 where tabs 12 
project) and a bottom opening seen in figures 2 and 4 receiving bracket 
13). The device also has a plurality of a first signs having visible indicia 
thereon slidable received within the first pair of longitudinal interior 
channels. The signs 10 are movable from a storage position inside of the 
frame to an exterior position outside of the frame. The device has a holder 
or handle/bracket 13 attached to the frame 1 for allowing the signs device 
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to be supported and held by a user and a pair of catch slots 9 in a top 
opening of the main frame adjacent to the first pair of longitudinal interior 
channels for allowing lower side edge tabs 1 1 on the first signs 10 to be 
held therein so that the first sign is attached to and extends above the main 
frame. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Thomas in view of Gove, U. S. Patent 2,691,837. 

6. Gove teaches a chart and map holder comprising a main frame/rack 
2 having a first pair of longitudinal interior channels 18 facing one another 
and defining a top opening adapted to receive receptacle 3 and a first 
sign/chart 40 having visible indicia thereon for being slidable within the first 
pair of longitudinal interior channels from a storage position inside of the 
frame to an exterior position outside of the frame. Gove teaches at least 
one of a holder 10 attached to the frame for allowing the holder to be 
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supported and held by a user. In addition, Gove teaches a U shaped 
opening defined by vertical side sections 17 and bottom section 19 to allow 
the sign/chart 40 and receptacle 3 to slide up and down therein. The 
bracket 13 of Thomas corresponds to the claimed pole. 

7. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time this invention was made to construct the holder taught by Thomas 
with a U shaped opening as taught by Gove to provide an unobstructed 
view of the sign/chart held therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1 , 4-8 and 22 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21 and 23 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
